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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

The restriction requirement established in the office action dated IVlay 1 1 , 2006 is 
withdrawn. Claims 2-13, 15-18 and 21-25 are pending and are treated on their merits 
below. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 16 and 23 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The rpm range 
recited within each of claims 16 and 23 fails to further limit the claim from which it 
depends, since the range as defined in the dependent claims expands the range 
defined in the independent claims. Claim 24 is also objected to since it depends from 
claim 23 and thus contains the limitations of claim 23. Claims 16, 23 and 24 will not be 
treated further on their merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Sun et al. (7,022,608 B2). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 25 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-13, 15, 17 and 18 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or 
render obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding: 

the method of forming a gate structure as recited in independent claim 1 5 in 
combination with the formation of a mask and removal of material and with a CMP 
process utilizing a rotatable polishing platen at a polishing head speed ranging between 
75 and 200 rpm; 

the method of forming a gate structure as recited in independent claim 17 in 
combination with the formation of a mask and removal of material and with a CMP 
process utilizing a rotatable polishing platen at a planarizing pressure of at least 5.0 psi.
